Harry Everhart, aged 19 is dead at 


his home in Wood, Huntingdon Coun- j 
ty, and Orazio Insalaco, aged 23, is 
in the Huntingdon jail charged with 
the crime.

The, 
posse was bent on dealing out justice i 
immediately, but two men, armed. 
with rifles pleaded with the men, 
holding them off with their

until the constable, Albert Foore, of, 
Robertsdale, arrived on the 
scene. | 
Insalco was immediately placed under 
arrest and loaded into an automo-j 
bile and taken to Huntingdon where i 
he was lodged in the jail about eleven | 
o'clock Monday night. He was later ( 
taken before Lieutenant of P. R. R., 
Police Frank Ernest, where he is al- 
leged to have signed a complete con-1 
fession. Insalaco told the

The kingdom of Israel reached a 


high state of prosperity in the time of 
Jeroboam II, and with It came a con- 
dition 
of 
luxury, 
corruption 
and 


wickedness. 


The judgment woe of this lesson is 


directed against the sins of the upper 
classes in Samaria. The same sins are 
practiced in America, In the nation 
and in the church. " With the Increase 
of wealth in America has come luxury, 
corruption and gross wickedness which 
staggers the imagination. It behooves 
all to give a listening ear, for God will 
eventually enter into judgment. Our 
lesson is a temperance lesson. Temper- 
ance applies to other things than in- 
dulgence in intoxicating liquor. Our 
age is intoxicated with pleasure, pur- 
suit of gain and selfish ambition. 


I. Reckless Security (w. 1-3). 
They were blind to the perils that sur- 


rounded them. They were living la a 
fool's paradise, closing their eyes to 
the approaching storm of judgment as 
predicted by Amos. They trusted in 
the mountains of Samaria for their 
protection. They regarded their city 
as impregnable. They no doubt re- 


j garded the utterance of Amos as 1m- 
[ practicable?—the dreams of a fanatic. 


The tragic thing about this blindness 


on the part of the chief ones of the 
nation was they were so puffed up 
with pride that they failed to read 
^he signs of the times In the light of 
Ihistory- (v. 2.) 
The cities of Calneh 


and Hamath, though great and mighty, 
'had fallen. To disregard the lessons 
'of history, te dismiss the thought of 
'impending judgment, IB to bring near 
the "seat of violence" (v. 3). 
Let 


chaotic Europe and Russia be the red 
lights of warning to America, a»fl let 
all injustice and class seUtehfteaa be 
laid aside. 


II. 
Luxury (vv. 4r6). 


The luxury of these upper classes In 


Samaria expressed Itself la: 1. Extrav- 
agant furniture (v. 4). They had beVte 
of Ivory—perhaps wood inlaid with 
ivory. Costly as their furniture was la 
that-day, It was commonplace as com- 
pared to some of the expensive furni- 
ture and fittings in our great cities. 


2. Laziness (v. 4). They stretched 


themselves upon their couches—lived 
lives of Indolence. Such Is the way 
of many still. 


3. Feasted on delicacies (v. 4). The 


implication here Is that they had their 
dainties out of season. Thte IK what 
many of the rich pride themselves in. 


4. Adorn their feasts with music 


(v. 5). They sang idle songs—even in- 
vented musical instruments for this 
purpose. They prostituted the noble 
art of music to their sensual feasts. 


5. They drank wine (v. 6). 
They 


were not content with ordinary drink- 
ing "essels. They drank from bowls, 
indicating excessive drinking. They 
were so mastered by the intoxicating 
cup that their feasts which were 
adorned with_ the refinements of music 
ended in drunkenness. 


III. Failure to Grieve for Joseph 


Cv. 6). 


Joseph here stands for Bphraim 


and Manasseh, his two sons. Bph- 
| ralm 
became the principal 
tritoe 


of the northern kingdom, so Joseph Is 
used as a synonym for the nation. The 
upper classes were indulging in these 
! effeminate luxuries, entirely indifferent 


j to the groanings of the masses, 
Attd 


whenever such a condition exist in a 
nation there Is need of Amos ' to 
thunder God's judgment upon those 
! who are guilty of it.

IV. The Inevitable Issue (w. 7,8) 
1. They shall go inte captivity (v. 7). 


'The northern nation was first in s»n, 
therefore iirst to go into captivity. 
What a striking contrast this picture! 
Instead of lying on Ivory couches 
feasting upon dainties, they are with 
the suffering exiles. 


2. The certainty of the issue (v. 8). 


It Is inevitable because of God's na- 
ture. 
He is a Qod of Justice. 
He 


has sworn that judgment shall fall 
He is the God of hosts—the controller 
of the whole universe, therefore npne 
c<m escape. God hates the wickedness 
of the world, and He will bring snto 
judgment the men and women who 
revel in luxury vvitli no concern for 
(he poor and needy.

The great executive depart- 


ments of the government have not 
been reorganized or greatlv modern- 
ized since Alexander Hamilton's (Jay. 


Representative Reavis of Nebni '- * 


Is one of the members of this joint 
congressional committee that Is mak- 
ing the present investigation. He put 
the resolution through the house that 
brought about the appointment of the 
committee. 
He is a part of the na- 


tional government machine and he 
ought to know what he is talking about 
when he says that "while the gov- 
ernment of tb« United States Is' the 
world's biggest business. It Is likewise 
the world's worst managed business." 


That Is an Indictment and a state- 


ment of fact that will stand the closest 
scrutiny and the most 'unsparing 
analysis. But listen to Mr. Reavis: 


"Why should the Interior department 


run an Insane asylum and a college for 
negroes and a school for the deaf? 
How did It get that way Why should 
one personnel In the pension bureau 
in the Interior department be caring 
for the disabled soldiers of the Civil 
war and the Spanish American war, - 
while another personnel In the bureau 
of war risk Insurance of the treas- 
ury Is eating for the veterans of the 
World war? 
Why this hodgepodge of 


totally unrelated purposes which Is re- 
sulting in endless duplication and ap- 
palling expense?" 


I will let Mr. Reavis go oa without 


further Interruption. 
As a member 


of the house he has his share of the 
responsibility for the conditions he de- 
scribes :

There are 39 separate gove nmentai 


agencies handling engineering, architec- 
tuial and public works functions, all of a 
related kind 
There is no good reason why 


all these agencies should not be co-ordi- 
nated in one department and about 38 of 
the useless organizations done away with. 
There are 26 government agencies engaged 
m surveying and mapping; there are 27 
separate and distinct agencies engaged in 
public building operations; there are 16 
agencies authorized to build roads, there 
are 19 engaged in hydraulic construction; 
there are 16 doing work on rivers; there 
are 10 engaged in public land functions, 
there are 16 doing chemical investigation 
connected with public work operations, 
there are 22 doing engineering and re- 
search. 
Many of these agencies have been In- 


active for a number of years, but they 
are keeping up their personnel in antfci- 
pation of work In the future. 
We could 
save $300,000,000 a year, in my judgme'it, 
by doing away with useless bureaus /.nd 
duplication of activities. 
Some of the duplications are r/Jicu- 


lous and absurd. For instance, the gov- 
ernment seeks to protect the wild animals 
in the national parks 
If a brown kadlak 


bear has twin cubs, one brown and one 
black, as often happens, and one should 
shoot the brown cub he must make his 
settlement with one department, but if 
he shoots its full brother, the black cub, 
he must settle with another denartment. 
If you were to shoot a fox In Ala«ka your
